WATER VITAL RESOURCE IN PEACE OR WAR; 
WE NOW USE 200 BILLION GALLONS DAILY!

WASHINGTON—Water is more 
essential than any other natural 
resource for the perpetuation of 
life on the earth. Some civiliza­ 
tions of the past have declined to 
extinction because they could not 
get enough water to prevent their 
once-fertile land from becoming 
desert. And a major problem fac­ 
ing our highly industrialized, sci­ 
entific culture today is how to 
supply enough water to meet our 
increasing demands. 
Water use in the United States 
has Increased 35 billion gallons 
daily In the last decade, according 
to Oscar L. Chapman, secretary of 
the* Interior. In 1940, Americans 
used 165 billion gallons a day, but 
in 1950 their daily consumption 
had climbed to 200 billion gallons. 
Not only is water essential to 
our daily diet and necessary for 
producing all our food, but Ameri­ 
can 
Industry—so 
vital 
to 
our 
strength and power as a nation— 
uses 30 billion gallons of water 
every day. Among the largest In­ 
dustrial users of water are Indus­ 
tries essential to our national de­ 
fense.

DID YOU know that the pro­ 
duction of a ton of steel requires 
65.000 gallons of water? Or that 
77.000 gallons of water are needed 
to produce IOO barrels of oil? Or 
that a ton of smokeless powder 
requires 50,000 gallons of water? 
Or that it takes 100,000 gallons of 
water to produce a tank? Or that 
a ton of synthetic rubber requires 
600.000 gallons of water? 
In a democracy such as ours It 
is essential that citizens be kept 
fully informed on news develop­ 
ments, and great 
quantities of 
water are required In the manufac­ 
ture of the newsprint on which 
this newspaper is printed. 
Many A m e r i c a n communities 
face water shortages. This is not 
necessarily because there Is less 
water, but because demands for 
available water 
have increased. 
Other communities have apparent­ 
ly reached the limit of their ex­ 
pansion because no further water 
•upplies are In sight.

Once the tree enterprise way 
of life has been shattered by the 
establishment of the Socialist 
Welfare

Public opinion polls in Eng­ 
land inc.irate that most of the 
people now want to end the 
rule of the Labor-So dialist gov- 
eri ment. 
But

gests that there is a way at hand 
to undo, in the foreseeable fu­ 
ture. 
what 
has 
already 
been 
done. 
Welfare S t a t e governments 
must have big money to operate. 
The necessary h e a v y taxes 
quickly 
drain 
away 
private 
wealth and kill the incentive to 
progress. The Socialized indus­ 
tries become run down, and fi­ 
nally unproductive--unless harsh 
Police State measures are used 
to shackle the workers. Where 
there is no private wealth 
re­ 
maining, 
socialized 
industries 
cannot be really restored to pri­ 
vate ownership. And where the 
people have long depended on 
regular monthly benefits 
doles 
and subsidies, and “ free'* ser­ 
vices, their psychology is not 
easily changed. 


THE DISMAL COL RSF of the 
Welfare State sole cm 
varies. 
The scheme now has been im­ 
planted to some degree in virtu­ 
ally all nations of Europe. Dr. 
W rn. T. Bean, principal of Butler 
(Pa.) high school, who is now- 
studying conditions in Europe 
under sponsorship of Harding 
College, writes from Oslo, Nor­ 
way: “ Norway’s program of so­ 
cial services, which is very ex­ 
tensive. has not been expanded; 
neither has it been reduced—It 
would be almost impossible for 
any government to reduce the 
services at this point. 
“ These non-reducible services, 
plus expenditures for defense, 
have 
produced 
a 
tax 
binder 
(shackle) and government con­ 
s o l that are almost ruinous, es­ 
pecially for business and indus­ 
try. It is not unusual for a very 
small business to pay 75 percent 
of its net profit in taxes: and the 
rem ainder is again taxed heavi­ 
ly on the personal income of the 
owner. 
“ Government control is very 
extensive indeed. In addition 
to levying taxes, and thereby 
exercising 
considerable mea­ 
sure of control, it has neces­ 
sarily extended control over 
the lives of the people as it has 
extended services to them, and 
as it has taken over responsi­ 
bility for their welfare. 
“ The people complain bitterly 
about the high taxes and govern­ 
ment restrictions, but they would 
never reduce the very thing that 
causes them. Obviously many 
people had expected these things 
to be done without any personal 
inconvenience to themselves. It 
is the old story of the ‘iree ride’ 
exposed. 
‘Housing is a good case in 
point. In Oslo, for instance, the 
government owns and operates 
most of the housing units and has 
done so for a considerable period 
of time. Private housing is al­ 
most non-existent for the aver­ 
age man. Since the private in­ 
vestor has been driven out of the 
m arket, the government finds 
that it must continue to carry the 
ever-increasing housing burden 
—and the gov*i lrrent now is 
broke. 
Who 
builds'* 
Nobody! 
And so the condition becomes 
more and more aggravating as 
newly married couples demand 
the same subsidized low rent 
government housing 
as 
their 
parents have been getting for 
years. It would seem that once 
a cycle of this sort is started, it 
cannot be stopped.

“ EVERY ARTICLE IN Nor­ 
way is subject to price control. 
Rationing is still the order of the 
day, and food is far shorter than 
I imagined it would be. Meat and 
cheese are short, with reindeer 


: meat the most commonly avail­ 
able. Sugar and coffee are diffi­ 
cult to find, and there are no 
fresh fruits at all, since they are 
! imports that the government has 
banned.” 
If 20th Century “ Democratic” 
Socialism has groved one thing— 
it is that political ownership, 
management or control of the fa­ 
cilities of production cannot suc­ 
ceed in a fret • >e «tv. It always 
! reduces production of goods and 
services and thus lowers the liv­ 
ing standard. Either complete 
Socialism must ta kg over or the 
nation must try slowly and pain- 
I fully to restore private* owner- 
! ship and individual responsibili- 
j ty. Complete Socialism requires 
I the enslavement of the people. 
It requires rigidly controlled 
and enforced la. r. It destroys 
the 
last vestige of individual 
I freedom. England and Norway 
1 and the other Socialist countries 
may someday get rid of their 
Socialist governments but their 
toad ahead, under any cireum- 
{ stances, is not pretty. Socialism 
I has infected their future. For the

Tomatoes Don’t 


( are For Too 


Much Pampering 


COLUMBUS, 
June 
4—Tom a­ 
toes “don’t care if they don't get 
the c a re ” imposed on them by 
m any home gardeners, an ex­ 
tension 
horticulturist 
at 
Ohio 
State university, said today. 
V. E. Keirns said m a n y gard- 
ei.ers over-do the care of tomato 
plants and other vegetables 
in 
home gardens. He declared: 
“ If the soil is in pretty good 
condition to start with and gard­ 
eners have applied ferti I i z e r 
ahead of planting, they can do 
more h a rm than good by side- 
dressing plants with dehydrated 
manure, fertilizer, various hor­ 
mones and other materials on 
the m arket to “ promote” plant 
growth.” 
Overwatering is also a com­ 
mon mistake. Keirns said many 
gardeners think they should wat­ 
er each plant with a bucket of 
water each 
evening. 
‘This 
is 
nonsense,” he declared. 
Keirns said watering tomatoes 
seldom is worth the 
effort on 
most home garden soil if there 
is a reasonable amount of rain. 
This is especially true if a mulch 
has been applied between the 
rows. The mulch will conserve 
moisture in the soil. 
When the weather does turn 
dry and water is needed, "do a 
thorough job,” Keirns 
advised.
